Cambridgeshire Fire & Rescue 
Residents as being urged to remember some 
simple steps when using electrical devices, 
especially those with Lithium-Ion batteries. 
The idea is that by following a few simple 
safety measures, like adding fire safety to 
your bedtime routine and being awake when 
using and charging some devices or 
appliances, people can keep themselves and 
their families safe in their homes. 


Over the coming weeks more information, 
including key advice for residents to Take 
Charge and Be Safe will be released on the 
fire service's social media channels. 


Cat Microchipping 

From 10 June 2024, cats in England must be 
microchipped and registered on a database 
by the time they're 20 weeks old. To reflect 
the new changes, the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) has updated the guidance page on 
cat and dog microchipping. gov.uk/get- 
your-dog-cat-microchipped The updated 
guidance includes information on who can 
microchip dogs or cats, what happens when 
they are microchipped and how owners can 
update microchipping details. 


Fly Tipping 

South Cambridgeshire District Council is 
determined to crack down on illegally 
dumped rubbish. It has prioritised it as a key 
objective in its Business Plan by: - Prompt 
rubbish clearance to reduce further 
occurrences at the same site. - Deterring 


Cambridgeshire 
District Council 


criminal activity using ‘fly tip under 
investigation’ stickers to highlight ongoing 
investigations. - Joint roadside check 
initiatives with the Police, HMRC and other 
partners. 


Fly-tipping is a criminal offence which can 
result in a Fixed Penalty Notice of up to 
£400 or could end up in court with fines of 
up to £50,000 or even a prison sentence. 


The Council receives around 1,600 reports a 
year on its website - this amounts to more 
than four reports a day, every day, 
throughout the year. 


Once a report comes in, the Council gets to 
work. This could be arranging for immediate 
removal if the dumped rubbish is on public 
land and it looks unlikely that any evidence 
of ownership can be found e.g. an empty 
fridge. 

Alternatively, if the report involves a pile of 
fly-tipped rubbish, investigators make an 
onsite visit to look for vital clues to track 
down where it may have come from. 


Wearing protective clothing in case of 
syringes or toxic chemicals, onsite visits 
involve sifting the rubbish to look for 
identifying information from things like 
letters, parcel address labels or invoices 
from dumped business waste. 


Investigations could result in issuing a Fixed 
Penalty Notice or, with sufficient evidence, 
launching criminal proceedings. 


Everyone has a legal 'duty of care' to ensure 
their household or business waste is 
disposed of correctly. You can be prosecuted 
even if your waste is fly-tipped by someone 
else on your behalf. If it is your waste, it is 
your responsibility.

Public transport improvements — the 
way forward 

The congestion charge proposals as put 
forward by the Greater Cambridge 
Partnership are not going ahead. Residents 
have made it clear that while they think 
public transport is vital, they do not want 
this particular mechanism to be the way 
funds are raised. But work on trying to 
improve public transport has not stopped. 
The County Council and Combined 
Authority (the Mayor) are pressing on with 
reforms to ensure that the Combined 
Authority commissions bus services of 
better quality than they are now. Bus reform 
involves implementing ‘franchising’ (most 
likely) or an ‘enhanced partnership’ which 
aims to give the authority more control over 
what service is provided and how. It will be 
essential to consider how to pay for 
improvements, but there are a number of 
options to consider, including government 
funding. 


Walking the perimeter path 

Many thanks to Noah Milroy, a long-term 
resident of Bar Hill, and his father, who 
walked with me around the perimeter path 
this summer. Noah is studying Geography at 
Hills Road and applied his knowledge to 
mapping out the existing paths and routes 
for us to develop as we walked. He had a 
wealth of practical knowledge to share - how 
the path was used particularly from the 
perspective of cyclists and runners but also 
young people and families. I am grateful for 
his work and insights and hope to be able to 
have more conversations with Bar Hillians 
about their hopes and aspirations for a path 
around the perimeter road.

The ramps on the Bar Hill over-bridge 
— there must be a way forward 
National Highways built a number of 
bridges as part of the Al4 upgrade — 
including the over-bridge at Bar Hill - and 
unfortunately several have problems. In the 
case of the Bar Hill bridge the approach to 
the bridges has dropped causing the bumps 
due to the original ground below the new 
embankments settling due to the weight of 
the new material on top. Eventually, the 
movement is likely to stop, but until then all 
that can practically be done is to ensure it is 
kept safe for road users. Whether the 
problem is design, construction, 
geotechnical issues or some combination is 
not yet determined. Currently, the fix is 
limited to patching across the joint which 
does not remove the height difference and 
associated bump and noise as people go over 
it. The County Council is urgently seeking 
solutions from National Highways and for 
them to get them to fix the problems for the
